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Walker 
calls for 


a lottery 


Gov. Dan Walker issued a call 
Friday for a second special 
session of the legislature this 
fall to establish a state lottery 
and a transportation authority 
for the northeastern region of 
Mlinois. 

The second special session 
will begin Monday, Oct. 22. The 
other session opens today. 

The call also includes 
restoration of $40 million in 
transportation bond funds 
inadvertently omitted by the 
legislature in its appropriations 
in the spring session and 
enactment of laws to clarify 
procedures on using federal 
revenue sharing funds and 
federal funds for drug abuse 
programs, Gov. Walker said. 

“So there can be no question 
about the authority of the 
General Assembly to address 
itself to the regional * tran- 


sportation issue, I am calling a 
second special session,” he 
related. 

“At the same time, the 
legislature should be able to 
conclude its work on the state 
lottery, which was on the verge 
of passage last session. 

“Another key issue the 
General Assembly will be 
considering is restoration of 
transportation bond funds for 
Cook County, inadvertently 
deleted from the Department of 
‘Transportation appropriation 
bill last spring. 

“There are also some 
procedures to be cleared up 
about state use of federal 
revenue sharing funds, And 
legislation relating to the 
Dangerous Drug Advisory 
Council is necessary to meet 
requirements for administering 
federal drug abuse funds.”

Veterans’ Day— 
take your choice 


Conflicting state and federal 
laws setting different dates for 


observance of Veterans’ Day. 


are causing considerable 
confusion this year among those 
who usually shut down 
operations for the day in honor 
of those who have fought in this 
country’s wars, resulting in two 
such holidays in the Quad-City 
area and the surrounding 
region. 

Veterans’ Day may be ob- 
served this year on Oct. 22 
under a federal law which was 
enacted several years ago, 
advancing the former Nov. 11 
observance date to the fourth 
Monday of October—or under 
an Illinois Law which returned 
the holiday date to Nov. 11. 

Under these laws, all public 
state offices will mark the 
holiday on the November date, 
while public offices under 
federal administration will 
close on Oct. 22. 

Nov. 11 falls this year on 
Sunday, however; so those who 
observe the Nov. 11 holiday date 
will suspend operations on 
Monday, Nov. 12. 

‘Unions whose employes in- 
clude Veterans Day as a con- 
tract holiday are divided over 
selection of the date, although 


those favoring the Nov. 11 date 
are in the majority. Among 
those who will observe the 
holiday on Oct. 22 is the Car- 
penters’ District Council of 
Madison County whose 1,400 
members will be off their jobs 
on that date. 

The Operation Engineers 
Union in this area also will 
observe Veterans Day on Oct. 
22, while the Teamsters Union is 
still undecided. The Quad-City 
Barbers Union is to meet later 
this week to select a holiday 
date. 

Painters Local 120 members 
also are expected to decide this 
week. A union official said its 
employes’ contracts specify 
Veterans Day as a holiday, but 
do not set a date. 

Quad-City area unions 
committed to the Nov. 12 ob- 
servance include the 
machinists, ironworkers, 
plumbers and gas fitters and 
sheet metal workers. United 
Steelworkers members will 
observe either date, depending 
upon the plants in which they 
work. 

Public schools in Granite 
City, Madison and Venice will 
observe neither date. School 
officials said they consider Noy, 


11 as the holiday but that 
Veterans Day has not been a 
school holiday in the past. As a 
result, classes will be held as 
usual on Monday, Nov. 12. 

None of the Quad-City 
parochial schools will observe 
Veterans Day, with exception of 

cred Heart School which will 

lave only a half day of school 
Oct. 22. 

The Granite City hall will be 
open as usual on both dates. 
City Clerk Robert Stevens said 
Veterans Day is not a holiday 
for city employes. 

City offices at Madison, 
however, will observe the 
holiday on Oct. 22 and will close 
that day. Venice city offices will 
be open on both ‘dates. 

The Illinois State 
Employment Service and work- 
men’s compensation offices will 
close Nov. 12, but the post of- 
fices in Granite City, Venice 
and Madison will provide 
holiday service only on Oct. 22. 
Madison County offices at 

ville will close Nov. 12. 

Banks and savings and loan 
associations also will 
the holiday on Nov. 12. 

Retail stores do not plan to 
close on either day.

Delmore noted that the 


Pontoon seeks 
drainage bids 


A much-disputed and long- 
delayed plan for a drainage 
system in a frequently flooded 
area of Lakeview Estates in 
Pontoon Beach was approved. 
for bidding by the Pontoon 
Beach Village Board Thursday 
night. The project had been long 
inactive. 

The plan calls for acceptance 
of bids on a surface swail-type 
drainage ditch between the 
Eastgate and Westgate areas 
which would drain into the 
existing storm water sewer 
behind 25 Victoria Drive. 

‘The line is expected to drain 
the area between Victoria and 
Fontainebleau drives which has 
been a scene of frequent 
flooding. 

The issue of having the line 
built has been discussed by 
three village administrations. 
Former Trustee Fred Recer 
was the primary advocate for 
the line under the ad- 
ministrations of Thomas 
Staicoff and Otto Kreher. 

In April 1972, Recer resigned 
his board post because of a lack 
of support on drainage 
programs but withdrew his 
resignation after other board 
members promised the line 
would be bid. 

On April 27, 1972, the board 
voted to have the line con- 
structed, but the plan, calling 
for an underground drainage 
pipe, proved too expensive and 
the project again became 
inactive. 

Improved drainage in the 
village was one of the primary 
campaign pledges of Floyd 
David Moss who was elected 
board president in April this 


year. 

‘The Sheppard, Morgan & Sch- 
waab engineering firm was 
authorized to advertise for and 


receive bids for the work. The 
firm previously surveyed the 
area and designed both the 
underground line and surface 
swail systems. A date for the 
bid opening has not been 
established. 

In other business, the board 
amended the-village’s nuisance 
ordinance to allow the burning 
of leaves. The change brings the 
village into compliance with 
revised state laws permitting 
leaf burning but still prohibiting 
the burning of paper and trash. 

The board received a letter 
from an attorney for Howard 
Kaseberg, part owner of the 

right-of-way of the roadway 
through Kaseberg Park. All but 
the roadw; way have been annexed 
into the village and the board is 
attempting to negotiate with 
Kaseberg and members of his 
family to annex the roadway. 

Requests that the roadway be 
annexed into the village came 
from residents of the sub- 
division who. complained that 
the road is in poor condition and 
asked that the village repair the 
road, 

Moss said the 660-foot 
roadway still is privately owned 
and could not be repaired by the 
village until annexed. He then 
began negotiating with 
Kaseberg to annex the 
property. 

Kaseberg’s attorney reported 
that consulting engineers had 
completed surveying for the 
annexation. 

A $3,977 check in federal 
revenue sharing funds for the 
first quarter of this entitlement 
period was received, Duane 
Skinner, village treasurer, 
reported. 

The board approved bills of 
$4,011 from the general fund and 
$1,272 from the sewer fund.

For any compromise to be 
reached on such sensitive 
major issues as the. Chicago

Authority and statewide tax 
relief, there will have to be 
some sort of summit 
agreement between Blair and 
Walker. 

‘To most at the Capitol, this is 
about as likely a prospect as 
Israelis and Arabs reaching an 
immediate peaceful and lasting 
settlement of their difficulties. 


With politics certain to be the 
dominant factor in the session, 
adjournment in deadlock is 
freely predicted. 

The fact that neither party 
has a commanding edge in 
members strengthens the 
deadlock prospect.

Shortages in equipment and 
fertilizer in Illinois threatens a 
serious cutback in food 
production, higher food prices 
in 1974 and loss of revenue to 
farmers, Robert J. ‘‘Pud’’

Department of Agriculture, 
said Saturday. 

“Illinois and the entire 
Midwest are affected by this 
crisis,” he said. “The farmer 
was asked to plant additional 
acres of crops and now he is 
expected to do without the 
necessary supplies with which 
to harvest them. 

“This is a sad sityation for an 
industry so integrally a part of 
the nation's economy.’* 

Williams said federsl price 
controls imposed early this year 
forced an alarming percentage 
of the nation’s fertilizer stocks 
into the export market and 
made it illegal for plant food 
distributors and farmers to try 
to compete against foreign 
buyers who are able to pay 
more per ton for fertilizer

Beware ‘polution inspector,’ 
itinerant repairman—Scott 


Where there’s smoke these 
days, there's liable to be fraud, 
warns Atty. Gen. William J 
Scott. 

Swindlers who've been using 
the old chimney inspection 
racket successfully for years 
have apparently updated their 
acts, and now throw in the 
threat of ‘air pollution 
violations” when they set the 
victim up for their routine. 

The drill still goes about the 
same, Scott said, with an “‘in- 
spector’’ who just happens to be 
in the neighborhood tapping on 
the door to warn the home 
owner that the smoke coming 
from his chimney seems to be 
violating state anti-pollution 
laws. 

In another version, the “in- 
spector” tells the home owner 
that his neighbors had com- 
plained to the city in the past 
about the anount of smoke 
coming from his chimney, and 
the ‘‘inspector” has stopped by 
to see if it has been corrected. 

Once his foot is in the door, 
the swindler proceeds about like 
the old, time-honored versions. 

The “inspector” recommends 
an examination by a 
“‘professional’’---and he: just 
happens to know a good one who 
probably is available. Since the 
“professional” is his partner, 
he is available and‘gets to show 
just how competent he is—as a 
con artist if not a chimney 
expert. ies olt eat

owner, he may force cotton into 
@ crack in the furnace wall, 
soak it with lighter fluid, and 
then summon the home owner 
to see the ‘‘leak”’ he has found, 
which obligingly flames up 
from the lighter fluid fumes 
right before the startled home 
owner's eyes. 

He may also crumble the 
mortar with a hammer or even 
go to the extreme of taking the 
heating unit apart to 
“examine” it, and then find that 
a “special unit” must be or- 
dered, or the whole heating unit 
replaced. 

He takes the down payment or 
full payment and disappears, 
leaving the home owner with 
cotton in his furnace wall, 
crumbled mortar in his 
basement, and a dismantled 
furnace with winter on the way. 

As_ with all service 
requirements, Scott urged 
home owners to deal only with 
local, known heating con- 
tractors and repgir firms, and 
to adopt the‘‘don’t call us, we'll 
call you” approach. Beware the 
chap who “just happened to be 
passing by and noticed... ”. 

No matter who is doing the 
work, the home owner should 


‘not permit any furnace or 


chimney to be dismantled or 
otherwise put out of commission 
until the full scope of the 
problem has been discussed, 
along with estimated costs, 
payment arrangements and 
justggoat the repairs. will in- 


* 


clude. 

The verbal promises of an 
itinerant repairman are only 
worth the paper they’re not 
written on. 

So far as ‘“‘pollution’’ 
violation, Scott warned that 
home owners may indeed not 
burn garbage or household 
trash in their fireplaces, since 
this violates most local or- 
dinances and can result in 
serious smoke and odor 
nuisances to neighbors. 

Families are. permitted full 
recreational use of a fireplace 
wunder the pollution laws.

‘too much 
dependence 
on autos’ 


John T. Hirten, deputy ad- 
ministrator for the Urban Mass 
Transit Administration, 
challenged people of this 
metropolitan area to work 
together for a new. and more 
effective transportation system 
Thursday, 

Hirten addressed the Greater 
St. Louis Transportation 
Seminar at Stouffer's River- 
front Inn. 

The seminar was sponsored 
by SIUE and the University of 
Missouri at Columbia, with 
partial funding by the 
University Research 
Program of the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Transportation. 

Hirten said there is an “‘in- 
credible dependence on one 
mode of Transportation, the 
privately-owned automobile.” 

Policymakers and planners in 
the field of transportation used 
to assume there was sufficient 
space, plenty of gasoline and a 
way of controlling the en- 
vironment when the shift ‘was 
made to the individually-owned 
auto, according to Hirten. 

“But we can no longer 
assume these things due to the 
gasoline shortage and the crisis 
of the environment,” Hirten 
said. 

“The fact that we own an auto 
is insignificant compared with 
the fact that the automobile is 
really. considered public 
transportation. We must all 
bear the responsibilities for 
better planning.” 

St. Louis: has made some 
dynamic. improvements in 
transportation, Hirten said, but 
the area also is suffering from 
“institutional schizophrenia’ 
between transportation policy- 
making and policy planning 
agencies, he contended. 

“We must talk about the total 
cost of our transportation and 
we must ask ourselves what is 
the most effective way to plan 
for these transportation needs.""

Steel remains 
trade problem 


Although the overall U.S. 
merchandise trade balance 
continues to improve, the trade 
balance in steel mill products 
does not. 

Preliminary government 
data show that the value of steel 
imported into this country 
exceeded the value of U.S. 
exports of steel by $171.2 million 
during August. This compares 
with an overall U.S. mer 
chandise trade deficit for the 
month of just $16.6 million. 

Through the first eight 
months of 1973, this country’s 
trade deficit in steel had

August’s steel imports of 
1,816, 000 tons raised the t total for

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Bakalis proposes job security plan 


Superintendent of Public 
Instruction Michael J. Bakalis 
last week announced plans to 
adopt a formal job security 
system covering employes of 
the state education office. 

Bakalis said he is proposing to 
put such a system into effect 
next year as a means of 
fostering professionalism 
among the staff of some 920 
employes and.in order to fulfill 
a campaign pledge and com- 
plete a two-year. effort to de- 
politicize the agency. - 

The change, he said, is 
in keeping with state con- 
stitutional requirements that 
the office be transferred to the 
jurisdiction of an appointed 
State Board of Education by 
January 1975 and that the chief 
state school officer be 
pointed rather than elected. 

“The intent of the education 
article in the new Illinois 
Constitution is to divorce the 
state education office from 
partisan politics, a proposition 
to which I fully subscribe,’ 
Bakalis said. 

“Adoption -of a personnel 
system which prohibits ar- 
bitrary dismissals and 
guarantees employe rights 
should demonststrate our 
commitment to that goal. I'm 
hopeful, moreover, that the plan 
we implement will serve'as a

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model of enlightened personnel 
practices for other state 
agencies.” 

Bakalis said he doesn’t expect 
to decide until January on the 
type of system to adopt. Among 
the alternatives under con- 
sideration are the state civil 
service (personnel code) 
system, collective bargaining, a 
modified and formalized ver- 
sion of the agency’s present 
practices, or possibly a unique 
new proposal combining 
elements of more than one job 
security system. No proposal 
has been ruled out, he em- 
phasized. 

“This issue,” the superin- 
tendent said, ‘‘is too crucial to 
the long-range effectiveness of 
the office to be decided without 
a thorough evaluation of all 
options. I intend to give careful 
study to research we have 
compiled on this question, to 
reports from our employe 
council and personnel section, 
and to policy deliberations by 
my administrative staff.”’ 

Policy considerations include 
factors such as costs, ad- 
ministrative procedures, im- 
pact on internal operations and 
employe preferences. 

Bakalis disclosed that 
collective bargaining was 
favored slightly over two other 
alternatives in a recent poll of 
current employes. He noted, 
however, that only 53 per cent of 
the staff cast ballots. 

Results of the poll, which 
have no binding effect, were 192 
for collective bargaining, 136 
for the personnel code, 107 for 
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the agency’s present system, 
seven for both collective 
bargaining and the 
code, and 54 with 
preference. 

The superintendent said he 
‘was concerned over the low 
employe response to the survey 
and will attempt to determine 
whether the light return had 
any bearing on the validity of 
the overall advisory referen-

m. 

Bakalis said he began laying 
the groundwork two years ago 
for eliminating the patronage 
system which-prevailed under 
his pi rs. 

“As a candidate for this offiee 
in 1970,” he said, “I pledged to 
restore the integrity of the 
agency and not subordinate it to 
partisan politics. After taking 
office, I asked those who were 
competent and who could sup- 
port my policies to remain.”” 

During his first year as 


superintendent, Bakalis also 
requested that other state 
education departments be 
surveyed to determine if their 
personnel systems would be 
adaptable to the Office of Public 
Instruction. That same year, he 
encouraged formation of er- 
ploye councils within the 
agency to facilitate com- 
munications between the staff 
and management. 


The employe council system 
subsequently was asked to 
study the job security question. 
With assistance from the per- 
sonnel section, the employe 
group identified seven major 
proposals. The list of alter- 
natives was then reduced to 
three for presentation and 
discussion at meetings during 
August in Chicago and 
Springfield for all agency 
employes.

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Heating system care 
can lower fuel bills 


Discussing the expected fuel 
crisis, Dan Partney of Granite 
City today reported that most 
homeowners can’ lower their 
fuel bills and enjoy greater 
comfort this winter by following 
a few time-tested’ suggestions 
on the care and inspection of 
heating systems, 

The heating-cooling specialist 
said cold floors, drafts and 
uneven heating from one rooom 
to another are the best in- 
dicators of a deficient heating 
system. Dirty fans, filters and 
ducts, and poorly adjusted 
burners and valves are the 
main culprits, he said. 

“The best insurance for 
maintaining a good heating 
system is to have it inspected, 
cleaned and adjusted annually 
by a qualified serviceman,” he 
said. 

“The cost is small in relation 
to the: greater comfort, longer 
equipment life and up to 10 per 
cent fuel savings an annual 
check-up can bring. 

“Homeowners, though} can 
do a number of things them- 
selves to make sure their 
heating units are ‘operating 
safely and.efficiently. 

“For example, filters need to 
be checked about every two 
months and fan. or blower 
wheels should be inspected 
annually to make sure they 
remain relatively clean. 

“This will assure proper air 
flow through the unit to prevent 
it from overheating and will 
provide good air circulation to 
all rooms. 

“Return and supply air 
registers also should be checked 
and cleaned periodically, 
particularly those hidden from 
view by furnishings. 

“Belt-driven fan motors 
should be occasionally checked 
to see that the belt is not too 
tight, too loose or badly worn. 

“A belt runs at least 150 
miles every day of the

“A soft blue flame with 
luminous tips indicates that a 
gas heating unit has proper air 
combustion. If the flame is 
yellow and smoky or a solid 
hard blue, burners and valves 
need adjusting by a service- 
man. 

“The same is true if you 
smell fumes or detect signs of 
rust, corrosion or soot around 
chimneys and flues,” Partney 
said. 

“The most even heating can 
be achieved by setting the 
furnace to run continually. It 
costs only a few pennies a day'to 
run the fan all the time and it 
eliminates uncomfortable 
temperature fluctuations and 
stagnant air Conditions. 

“Keep the thermostat set as 
low as practical for comfort. 
For every degree increase in 
average room temperature, 
fuel consumption increases 
approximately 2 to 4.per cent, 
depending .on outside air 
temperature.”

rails. 

“About three years ago,”” he 
said, “the East-West Gateway 
Coordinating Council sponsored 
a study on mass transit. It 
resulted in the recommendation 
of the so called, ’86 mile rail 
system.’ ’” 

The $2 billion plan calls for 86 
miles of existing railroads to be 
used to transport the public 
rapidly into St. Louis, sup- 
plemented by feeder bus lines to 
bring users into outlying ter- 
minals where they would board 
commuter trains. 

At the time of the study, 
according to Arnold, rails were 
considered the solution to the 
public transportation problem; 
since then, the plan has 
remained largely dormant. The 
reason, he said, is the expense 
and inability to agree on the 
system by the parties con- 
cerned. 

Arnold believes the rail 
system would eventually be the 
best solution for St. Louis. 
However, he is not satisfied 
with the 86-mile proposal. 

'm disappointed in the 
proposed route because it only 
projects two short legs into 
illinois. The rail lines into 
Illinois would extend over Eads 
Bridge to Edgemont near 
Belleville, and to Granite City. 

“Buses and private cars 
would still have to be used to 
bring people to those points. It 


really does not solve Illinois’ 
problems,” he said. 

Arnold is the author of a 
proposal that instead would put 
a rail line on the bluffs and 
connect Alton, Edwardsville, 
Belleville and the new jet air- 
port at Columbia-Waterloo, if 
and when it is built. He said this 
line could be linked to Granite 
City and Edgemont legs and 
would ‘help solve thé” Illinois 
transportation problem. 

In planning for the future, 
Arnold'said, the important thing 
is to develop a regional system, 
one to serve the entire greater 
St. Louis area. 

Mass transit planners should 
also consider the impact new 
technology will have on tran- 
sportation needs, he believes. 
For example, Arnold said, the 
availability of cable television 
probably would change trans- 
portation habits. 

“Through cable television, 
people will go to school, conduct 
business transactions and 
watch sports events. As a 
result, they will be spending 
more time at home and, 
therefore, less time on streets 
and rail nes," he said, 

Arnold said the meeting was 
intended to give life to the 
planning for mass transit in this 
region, The program brought 
here some of the best known 
people in the field to help launch 
a new initiative, he! concluded.

This is where marked 
savings may be derived for 
taxpayers. 

In his former position, the 
auditor general would only 

sure that there was a 
reconcilation of a state agen- 
cy’s spending with its ap 
propriation from the 
legislature. 


Under the new law, the office 
will have to determine if the 
individual state agency’ is 
properly using the state funds. 
Here again the taxpayer stands 
to be the person receiving some 
benefits. 


Another section of the law, 
which could prove to be a boon 
for taxpayers, is that the office 
will be allowed to audit: local 
governmental agencies that 
receive state funds. This ranges 
from school’ districts to the 
courts. 


The law also allows the office 
to perform audits on private 
companies doing business with 
the state to determine if the 
state is getting its money’s 
worth. This could be con- 
troversial, and it will be up to 
the Legislative Audit Com- 
mission to seek the 
management audits. 

All in all, Illinoisans could be 
getting an office truly designed 
to go after government waste.

Geese are on the wing 


“If the geese are flying south, 
‘can winter be far behind? 

Sure can't, says the state 
Department of Conservation, 
which reports that the early 
birds already are on the wing 
and being counted by the 
several thousands at their 
wintering spots in southern 
Allinois. 
2: The three main wintering 
grounds in Illinois are at 
! Horseshoe Lake, in Union 
- county, and the Union County 
! Wildlife Refuge, both controlled 
ccby the state, and the federal 


Orchard Wildlife Refuge. 
Glenn Harper, in the con- 
servation department's 
education division, said that the 
birds now arriving are chiefly 
from Canada where the weather 
is already chill. A little later, 
big batches of the big birds will 
be arriving from Wisconsin, as 
winter weather moves south. 
When all the flocks are in, 
there probably will be 300,000 of 
the handsome big waterfowl in 
southern Illinois, Harper said. 
Only a couple of decades ago, 
predictions were that the geese 


were doomed to go the way of 
the passenger pigeon—winging 
straight into extinction. 

However, through establish- 
ment of a series of refuges, and 
enactment and enforcement of 
sound hunting laws, the flocks 
have not only avoiding being 
wiped out, but have increased 
their population 500 per cent 
since 1940, Harper said 

While the geese often move 
during the day, they are more 
likely to be noticed if they are 
descending to spend the night on 
a nearby body of water, in

which case they can be seen 
either toward dusk, as they 
settle, or about dawn, as they 
renew their migration. 

Both the sight and the sound 
of the migrating geese are 
distinctive, as many varieties 
seem to keep up a running 
“conversation” among the 
flock, calling back and forth 
while they are in flight.

Anthony Dean said he hopes “as. 
many people as possible will 
take the time to look and listen 
for this beautiful annual event." 

Visitors also are being en- 
couraged to make a trip to the 
wintering grounds to see and 
hear for themselves the spec- 
tacle of several hundred 
thousand geese in one location.

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Particularly in its leaders, the public has a right to expect, demand 
total adherence to the law, including the handling of political gifts 


Greed and a desire to live well 
beyond his legal income have caused 
Spiro Agnew to be forced from the 
second highest office in the land, an 
unprecedented occurrence. 

Now that allegations of 
unreported financial transactions 
are admitted to be true, the sorry 
episode engenders extreme 
disappointment. But the widespread 
disgust over such low conduct by 
such a high official is tempered by 
rejoicing that truth and justice have 
finally emerged triumphant. 

It will be vital that Congress 
closely scrutinize the past of House 
Minority Leader Gerald Ford; he 
has been chosen by President 
Richard Nixon as the 1973-76 vice- 
president, subject to Capitol Hill 
approval. 

Mr. Nixon himself is under income 
tax investigation as well as 
remaining a central figure in the 
Watergate scandal probe, dnd it is 
conceivable that the Agnew suc- 
cessor could become the nation’s 
chief executive, himself then 
choosing still another  vice- 
president. 

We heard Mr. Ford deliver a talk 
and answer questions at a meeting 
in Washington several years ago and 


concluded then that he seemed 
extremely competent. The one 
potential flaw we are aware of is 
mentioned in a widely-read book, 
“Washington Payoff,” in which 
financial dealings involving ex- 
cessive campaign funds are alleged. 

But the guessing now is that 
satisfactory answers will be 
provided and that the vacant post 
will be filled within a week or two. 
As a result, Cong. John Anderson of 
Illinois may become the next House 
Republican leader. 

Because Illinois has had more 
than its share of state governmental 
corruption, there may be some 
hesitation to criticize the 
Maryland political climate, but from 
this distance it seems especially 
unsavory. 

The clear moral is that regard- 
less of one’s station in life, there is 
no acceptable alternative to full 
adherence to the law—the spirit as 
well as the letter. 

Especially in those they have 
selected to serve as leadersas 
shapers and administrators of 
government policy—citizens have 
every right to expect and demand 
total respect for and unwavering 
adherence to the rule of law. 


Blue law on drive-in hours not necessary to control peace disturbances 


An ordinance prepared for 
Granite City Council consideration 
would require drive-in restaurants 
to close at midnight.. A brief 
discussion at the Oct. 1 meeting said 
the proposed law is aimed at curing 
“trouble at one place.” 

Viewed strictly from a consumer 
standpoint, it would be convenient if 
all types of businesses were open 
day and night. From a practical 
standpoint, this is not possible. 

But we question whether the 
government could or should limit the 
hours of such a fundamental activity 
as the serving of food, particularly 
in a community where shift work 
exists. 


What is not being said openly is 
that the drive-in may be a 
gathering place for people, some of 
whom then or later become involved 
in disturbances or other violations. 

Regardless of whether this is the 
case, we recall past gathering points 
that had nothing to offer other than 
parking space, and we doubt that 
parking lots are going to be 
outlawed. That problem passed, and 
so will this one. 

Without minimizing the problems 
faced by police, it would seem there 
are adequate legal powers to fight 
most breaches of the law while 
simultaneously permitting lawful 
services to be rendered. 


United Way, like Israel drive, easy if givers feel they are part of it 


With all the problems faced by 
the Tri-Cities Area United Way in 
recent years, it might initially seem 
an added burden that Mideast strife 
has caused an October special Israel 
fund drive which is consuming some 
of the attention of Quad-Cityans. 

While war is always tragic, the 
drive is a timely illustration that 
virtually any campaign can be 
successful if the public’s heart and 
soul are behind it. 

Vast sums were needed almost 
overnight for Israel after it was 
invaded by Arab nations a few days 
ago. And just such vast amounts 
were contributed amid comments 
like ‘People I know are suffering 
there” and ‘‘The need is so obvious 


that I’ll give everything I have and 
go into debt if necessary.” 

Without attempting to equate two 
very different fund-raising efforts, it 
nevertheless seems apparent that 
the common denominator of all 
successful financial campaigns is 
“involvement.” If those asked to 
give feel close identity with those 
who are in need, all obstacles to 
attaining the drive goal can be 
overcome. 

Nothing can stand between Quad- 
Cityans and successful United Fund 
solicitation this month if they clasp 
it to their hearts and say, ‘‘People I 
know are in need. I’ll do everything 
that is necessary to meet that need.”

“On April 1, 1973, offices in 
Alton and Granite City were 
closed and the SILA moved into 
its new headquarters at 400 
South Main St. (Amoco 
Administration Building), Wood 
River. Working closely with the 
board of directors, the 
executive director started 
working on priorities and goals 


“Today we face an identity 
crisis. Concepts and in- 
stitutions we grew up with, 
obeyed and loved, are slowly 
being toppled or vilified.

“Up until several years ago 
man generally found the earth 
an unlimited source of supply 
for his needs.

“Statisticians now fight over 
how many years of supplies we 
have left, but regardless of 
which set of numbers we use, 
one thing is absolutely clear. 
Sooner or later the “tap” will 
run dry. 

“Industry must still be 
concerned with making a better 
product, more efficient 
operations, and profit. But it 
must also take charge of solving 
the problems of shortages that 
now are beginning to face us 

ith recurring regularity. 

if industry does not take the 
i ative, today’s govern- 
mental regulations will. seem 
minute compared to those of the 
future.

It's time to beat ‘The System’ 


Wall Street Journal—Spiro 
Agnew’s downfall was rooted in 
a pattern of petty graft that has 
been all too common in state 
houses, city halls and county 
court houses around the country 
for many years. 

The depth of the corruption 
varies with locality but in some 
states—Illinois, Texas, New 
Jersey and Nevada’ are 
examples that first come to 
mind—revelations and 
suspicions of it have been 
frequent enough to create 
public, cynicism toward state 
and local government. 

That, no doubt, has played 
some considerable role in un- 
dermining the states’ role in the 
federal system, causing an 
unhappy public to look to 
Washington for better, more 
honest servants. 

Now that the stain has spread 
so heavily into Washington 
itself it is high time to see what 
further remedies can be applied 
to the sources of the stain in 
those out-of-the-way places like 
Annapolis, Carson City or what 
have you. 

But it is certainly no time to 
despair, because the bringing to 
justice of Spiro Agnew suggests 
that ways finally have been 
found to get ‘at lower level 
corruption. 

We hope that state and local 
politicians who aspire to higher 
office—or even aspire to stay 
out of jail—have been put on 
notice by the Agnew case. 

In the wake of the Watergate 
case and now Mr. Agnew’s 
downfall, there is reason to 
believe that higher standards of 
political conduct will be en- 
forced. 

With = -public concern 
growing, there will be in- 
creasing scrutiny of business 
dealings by politicians, the 
award of public contracts and 
80 on. 


More significantly, 


perhaps, the Agnew case 
makes clear that the Justice 
Department has new tools for 
doing this job. 


Ironically, *the provisions of 
the Organized Crime Control 
Act of 1970 were backed by Mr. 
Agnew’s law-and-order line and 
opposed by those who now most 
celebrate his downfall. 

But it is now clear that these 
tools can be used effectively 
against a range of criminal acts 
that is considerably broader 
than the activities of the Mafia. 

The targets can also include 
gentlemanly crimes of 
governors, county com- 
missioners, planning board 
members, engineering con- 
tractors, real estate developers 
and other respectable looking 
gents in business suits. 

The Agnew case, for 
example, might never have 
come under federal jurisdiction 
if the Crime Control Act had not 
made plotting to obstruct state 
law a federal crime. 

And while the act’s immunity 
provisions were apparently not 
fully used to get testimony 
against Mr. Agnew, the plea- 
bargaining that did take place 
was in the same spirit: By 
ratting on the Vice President, 
the witnesses will get off easier 
than they might have otherwise. 

These provisions are highly 
controversial and will in fact 
have to be watched in the 
future. 

But for the moment, the point 
we would make is that an attack 
on state and local corruption, if 
it is conducted judiciously and 
without political partisanship, 
can be highly valuable to the 
national policy, 

We suspect that a good many 
of those people who have 
become enmeshed in the kick- 
back system would agree with 
that—assuming of course that 
they escape detection of their 


own past crimes. 

The testimony released by 
Mr. Richardson contained hints 
that some of the men who made 
payments to Agnew did so with 
strong feelings of guilt and 
remorse. 


An overwhelming majority of 
public works contractors and 
other businessmen who deal 
with governments would, we 
suspect, much prefer it if they 
could safely avoid demands for 
bribes or competition from 
aggressive bribers. 

The public has a_ respon 
sibility in this matter as well, 
however. 

Salaries of public officials 
should be kept competitive with 
those of private executives who 
shoulder similar respon- 
sibilities. 

We don’t excuse / Agnew on 
the basis of his claim that he 
was under-paid as a $25,000-a- 
year governor. 

But neither can we be 
very admiring of a 
Maryland system, or that of any 
other state, that pays its chief 
executive a quarter of the sum 
paid a corporate executive with 
similar or even fewer 
responsibilities. 

Every level of government 
would be better off with 
fewer, better-paid executives 
to accompany a reduced 
tolerance for’ corruption. 

We are not naive enough to 
think that corruption can be 
entirely rooted out of govern- 
ment at all levels. 

But we would like to hope that 
a turning point has been passed 
and that the turning has been 
dramatized by the Agnew case. 

And we would like to think 
that the Aghew case is causing a 
great deal of introspection in all 
the nation’s state’ houses, city 
halls and county court houses 
this week.

He served his president 
loyally for five years, faltering 
only when his ambitions may 
have gotten the better of him 
during the Watergate of 
Richard Nixon’s discontent 
earlier this year.

He seemed from that point on 
to ufderstand he was doomed.

No free sewage 
treatment shall be rendered 
except to the City of Granite 
City. 

(C) The City of Granite City 
hereby covenants that the 
sewage treatment rates 
established and in effect on the 


date of the approval of this - 


Ordinance will not be reduced 
until such time as the amounts 
required by this Ordinance to 
be deposited in the Sewage 
Plant Bond Reserve Account 
and the Sewage Plant 
Depreciation Account ex- 
tablished by paragraphs (C) 
and (D) of Section 12 hereof in 
each case shall stand in the 
maximum amounts provided 
by said paragraphs, nor while 
there shall be any default in 
the payment of the principal of 
or the interest on any bond 
authorized hereby as the same 
matures and accrues. 
(D) That as long as any of said 
bonds or interest coupons shall 
remain outstanding and un- 
paid, the said City shall carry 
and’ maintain adequate in- 
surance upon all revenue- 
producing properties forming 
a part of said sewage plant 
which may be of an insurable 
nature; such insurance to be of 
the type and kind and for such 
amount or amounts as carried 
and maintained by other 
municipalities rendering 
services of a similar character 
in similar communities. 
The proceeds of all such in- 
surance shall be used only for 
the maintenance and 
restoration. of said sewage 
plant, or for the payment of the 
principal of and the interest on 
the bonds authorized to be 
issued in this Ordinance. 
(E) That said City shall set up 
and maintain a proper system 
of accounts and records 
separate from all other ac- 
counts and records, showing 
the amount of revenue 
received from its sewage plant 
and the application of such 
revenues and all financial 
transactions in connection 
therewith. Such ‘account, at 
least once a year, shall be 
audited properly by an in- 
dependent certified public 
accountant, employed for the 
purpose. A report of such audit 
whall be furnished each year 
without further request to the 
original purchaser of the bonds 
authorized hereby, within sixty 
(60) days after the close of the 
fiscal year, and upon request, 
to any bondholder. The annual 
audit of the sewage plant shall 
include: 
(1) A classified statement of 
the gross revenue received, of 
the operating expenditures, of 
the net operating revenue, of 
the amount of any capital 
expenditures in connection 
with the sewage plant system 
for the fiscal year; 
(2) A balance sheet as of the 
end of each fiscal year, in- 
cluding a statement of the 
amount on hand at the end of 
the fiscal year in each of the 
accounts created by Section 
12 of this Ordinance; 
(3) A statement of the profit 
or loss for such fiscal year; 
(4) A statement of the number 
of customers served .by the 
sewage plant at the beginning 
and the ending of the fiscal 
year; 
(5) A statement of the amount 
and character of insurance 
carried by the City on the 
property of the sewage plant, 
and of the names of the in- 
surors and of the expiration 
dates of the several policies; 
(6) A schedule of future 
principal and__ interest 
requirements of all out- 
standing sewer revenue 
bonds; 
(7) The amount of delinquent 
accounts owing to the sewage 
plant. 
(8) Such comments regarding 
the City’s method of operation 
and accounting practices as 
the auditor may deem 
desirable and a statement 
whether or not the terms of 
this Ordinance have been 
fulfilled. 
(F) That any holder or holders 
of the original or any_pur- 
chasers of not less than ten per 
centum (10 per cent) in 
principal amount of said bonds 
then outstanding shall be 
permitted, at all reasonable 
times, to inspect said sewage 
plant and all records and data 
relating thereto. 
(G) That any holder or holders 
of the. original or any pur- 
chaser of not less than ten per 
centum (10 Per Cent) in 
principal amount of said bonds 
then outstanding shall be 
furnished all data and in- 
formation relating to said 
sewage plant which 
reasonably may be requested. 
(H) That as long as any of said 
bonds or the coupons per- 
taining thereto shall remain 
outBtanding and unpaid, the 
said City shall not sell. lease, 


loan, mortgage, pledge or 
otherwise encumber or in any 
manner dispose of said 
treatment plant, or any part 
therof, or allow any lien to 
attach thereto, unless the 
bonds authorized hereby shall 
have been paid in full, both as 
to principal and interest, or 
unless adequate. provision 
shall have been made which 
shall assure the full payment 
of said bonds and the interest 
> thereon to maturity in full, 
according to their terms. 

(I) That said City shall employ. 
a competent, experienced and 
qualified person to supervise 
and manage said treatment 
plant and all matters per- 
taining thereto, who shall hold 
a Certificate of Competence 
for sewage treatment plant 
operators issued under the 
rules and regulations of the 
State of Illinois Environmental 
Protection Agency, and such 
further employees as may be 
required for its efficient and 
economical operation, but 
further covenants that no 
unnecessary employees shall 
be employed. 

(J) That the City Council shall 
require that accounts be 
rendered to it monthly as of the 
first of each month, showing 
the revenues, disbursements 
and other transactions in 
connection with its sewage 
plant. Copies of such 
statements shall be mailed to 
the original purchaser of the 
bonds without further request. 
(K) That the City of Granite 
City and its proper official and 
employees shall diligently 
collect and account for the 
rates and charges imposed for 
sewage treatment and shall 
diligently pursue all means 
provided by law for their 
collection. 
(L) That the City of Granite 
City will require, so long as 
any bonds or coupons are 
ourstanding, that proper 
connections to the sewerage 
system of the City shall be 
made wherever sewerage 
service is available. 
SECTION 16. Prior to the 
commencement of each fiscal 
year of the City, the Consulting 
Engineer shall prepare a 
budget for adoption by the City 
Council, setting out the 
estimated receipts and ex- 
penditures of the treatment 
plant of the City for the then 
ensuing fiscal year. This budget 
shall contain: . 

(a) An estimate of the receipts 
expected to be derived from 
the operation of the treatment 
plant. 
(b) A statement of the 
estimated cost of operating 
such treatment plant during 
the next ensuing fiscal year 
(c) A statement of.any unusual 
and extraordinary expenses of 
operation or maintenance 
which might reasonably be 
anticipated and an estimate of 
the cost thereof. 
(d) A statement of what 
replacements to the treatment 
plant may be anticipated and 
the estimated cost thereof. 
(e) A statement of the amount 
of interest due during the 
ensuing year on the bonds 
authorized hereby then out- 
standing. 
(f) A statement of the principal 
of such bonds which will 
become due absolutely by their 
terms during the next ensuing 
fiscal year. 
(g) A statement of the total 
amount anticipated to be 
payable from the revenues of 
the system during the next 
ensuing year. 

(h). A statement of the amount 
on deposit in each of the funds 
created by Section 12 of this 
Ordinance. 

If the City Council does not 
approve the budget as sub- 
mitted by the Consulting 
Engineer, the City Council shall 
enter upon its records its 
reasons for any such change or 
changes made by it. 

SECTION 17. In order to 
imsure the efficient and 
economical operation of the 
treatment plant of the City and 
to insure the proper main- 
tenance of the treatment plant 
in an efficient working order, 
the City covenants, as a part of 
the contract to be evidenced by 
the bonds authorized hereby, 
that it will employ, while any 
bonds or coupons are out- 
standing, an independent 
engineer: or engineering firm 
having a fovorable reputation 
for skill and experience in such 
work, such engineering firm to 
-act as consulting engineer for 
the operation and maintenance 
of the sewage plant of the 
City. The engineering firm 
employed to design and 
supervise the construction of 
the improvements to be paid for: 
from the proceeds of this bond 
issue shall continue to be em- 
ployed under this Section until 
further action of the City 
Council. 

It shall be the duty of such 
engineer annually to inspect the 
treatment plant prior to the 
commencement of each fiscal 
year, and to file with the City 
Clerk, prior to the com- 
mencement of each fiscal year, 
its report setting out the con- 
ditions of the physical plant 
constituting the treatment plant 
and any recommendations 
which such engineer shall deem 
to be advisable. Such report 
shal include the following: 


(a) Advice and recom- 
mendations concerning the 
maintenance, repair and 
operation of treatment 
plant. 
(b) Advice and recom- 
mendations as to renewals or 
replacement of any part of 
such plant. 
(c) Advice and recom- 
mendations as to expansion of 
the plant. 4 
(d) In case the report should 
recommend any renewals or 
replacements or any ex- 
tensions to the plant, 
estimated cost of such work 
shall be stated. 
(e) Advice and recom- 
mendations concerning the 
amount and character of in- 
surance that should be carried 
on the plant. 
(f) Advice and recom- 
mendations concerning any 
revision of the rates to be 
charged for the services of 
such plant as the engineer may 
deem advisable. 
(g) A statement of the 
judgment of such engineering 
concern whether the plant had 
been maintained in good repair 
and operating order, with such 
suggestions as the engineer 
may deem advisable con- 
cerning changes in the method 
of operating such system. 

(h) Advice and recom- 

mendations concerning the 

respective amounts to be in- 
serted in the budget required 
by Section 16 of this Ordinance. 

The City covepants with the 
successive holders of each bond 
authorized hereby that if the 
report of the engineer shall 
show that the plant has not been 
maintained in good repair and 
operating condition, from the 
available revenues of the plant 
and from the depreciation fund 
established hereby, it will 
prompuly restore said plant to 
good repair and operating 
condition; th§t all recom- 
mendations of sajd report shall 
receive impartial consideration 
by the City Council of said City, 
and that the City and its City 
Council shall endeavor in good 
faith to carry out the recom- 
mendations that may be made 
by the consulting engineer, A 
copy of such report shall be sent 
to the original purchasers of the 
bonds. 

SECTION 18. That, from and 
after the issuance of the bonds 
authorized hereby, no ad- 
ditional bonds shall be issued or 
obligations incurred by said 
City which are in whole or in 
part payable from or 
chargeable to the revenues 
derived or to be derived from 
the opération of said sewage 
treatment plant (except 
obligations incurred in the 
operation and maintenance 
thereof) except upon com- 
pliance with the provisions of 
one of the subparagraphs of this 
Section hereinbelow set out and 
numbered I, I, III and Iv.

Unless the revenues derived 
from the operation thereof for 
the fiscal year then next 
preceding the delivery of the 
additional bonds shall be equal 
to the sum of the following: 

(A) The expenses of operation 
and maintenance of said

Per Centum (125 per cent) of 
the average amount that

Additional bonds ranking on a 
parity of lien upon the revenues 
of said sewage treatment plant 
with the bonds authorized 
hereby may be issued if, prior to 
the issuance of said additional 
bonds, the rates and charges for 
the services of the sewage 
treatment plant shall be in- 
creased to such an extent that 
such increased rates and 
charges, when applied to the 
operating results of the the 
next-preceding fiscal year, 
would have produced sufficient 
revenues (as hereinafter 
reduced) to meet all of the 
requirements set forth in 
Paragraph I of this Section 18. 
In making such computations, 
only seventy-five per centum 
(75 per cent) of the projected 
revenues resulting from such 
increase in rates and charges 
shall be added to the actual 
revenues of the then next- 
preceding fiscal year.

Unless such additional bonds 
or other obligations are in all 
respects junior and subordinate 
to the bonds arthorized hereby;

The restrictions upon the 
issuance of additional bonds or 
other obligations set out in this 
Section shall not apply in the 
following circumstances and in 
such circumstances only:

(B) That all funds received 
from ‘insurance or otherwise 
available shall be insufficient 
to pay the cost of the 
restoration of said sewage 
treatment plant to such a 
condition that it can again be 
operated.

of the City of Granite City. 

Such consents shall be 

acknowledged before a Notary 

Public and shall state the 

precise amount of additional 

bonds which may be issued. 

Upon the occurrence of all of 
the circumstances above set out 
in this Subsection IV, additional 
bonds may be isued, regardless 
of the amount of revenue 
derived from the operation of 
the plant for the next preceding

and (L) of this ordinance. Any 
and all modifications or 
alterations made in the manner 
hereinabove provided shall not 
become effective until there 
shall have been filed with the 
said City Clerk proof of the 
consent ot such modification or 
alteration by the holder or 
holders of sixty-five per centum 
(65 percent) in principal 
amount of all bonds then out- 
standing. 

SECTION 20. That the 
provisions of this ordinance 
shall constitute a contract 
between the City of Granite City 
and the holders of the bonds 
herein authorized to be issued, 
and after the issuance of the 
bonds no changes, additions or 
alterations of any kind shall be 


made hereto in any manner 
except in accordance with the 
provisions of this ordinance. 

SECTION 21. That all bonds 
issued hereunder shall be 
payable as they mature equally 
and ratably, without regard to 
the date when said bonds ac- 
tually shall be delivered, and 
shall enjoy parity of lien, one 
with the other, upon’ the 
revenues of said sewage, 
treatment plant. 

SECTION 22. That any holder 
of one or more bonds issued 
hereunder, either. at law or in 
equity, by suit, mandamus or 
other proceeding, may enforce 
and compel performance of all 
duties required by this 
Ordinance, including _ the 
making and collecting of suf- 
ficient rates for that purpose 
and the application of the in- 
come and revenues of the 
sewage treatment plant in 
accordance with this 
Ordinance. 

SECTION 23. When the bonds 
authorized hereby shall have 
been prepared and executed, 
they shall be lodged with the 
City Treasurer who shall 
deliver them to the purchaser 
thereof upon payment of the 
purchase price. 

SECTION 24. The City hereby 
covenants that it will cause 
contracts; to be let for the 
construction of the im- 
provements contemplated by 
this Ordinance, in the manner 
provided by law (except such 
minor portions of such work as 
the City Council may determine 
can be done most economically 
and effectively by the purchase 
of materials and the 


acquirement of labor by the . 


City itself without a contract). 
The City further covenants that 
performance bonds will be 
required of all contractors 
having contracts for any work 
in excess of the sum of Five 
Thousand Dollars ($5,000). The 
City further covenants that all 
such contracts shall provide 
that payment shall not be made 
in excess of ninety per centum 
(90 per cent) of the estimates, 
except upon the final ac- 
ceptance and payment for the 
work dane. 

SECTION 25. That if any 
sectiom, paragraph, clause or 
provision of this Ordinance 
shall be held invalid, the in- 
validity of such section, 
paragraph, clause or provision 
shall not’ affect any other 
provision of this Ordinance. 

SECTION 26. That this or- 
dinance, within ten (10) days 
after its passage, shall be 
published in the Granite City 
Press-Record, a newspaper of 
general circulation in the City of 
Granite City, Mllinois. If no 
petition is filed with the Clerk of 
said City within ten (10) days 
after the publication of this 
Ordinance, signed by electors 
numbering fifteen per centum 
(15 per cent) of the number of 
electors who voted for Mayor of 
said City at the last general 
municipal election preceding 
the passage of this Ordinance, 
asking that the question of 
construction of certain im- 
provements and extensions to 
its sewage treatment plant, as 
provided by this Ordinance, and 
the quesiion of the issuance of 
revenue bonds to pay the cost 
thereof be submetted to the 
electors of said City, then this 
Ordinance shall be in full force 
and effect from and after ex- 
piration of said period of ten 
(10) days.

Tours SIUE facility 


The future role of the East St. 
Louis Center of Southern Illinois 
University at Edwardsville was 
studied last week by Cameron 
West, executive director of the 
Illinois Board of Higher 
Education, and Richard 
Wagner, special assistant to the 
board. 


West and Wagner met with 
SIUE administrators and 
directors of East St. Louis 
Center programs for two hours 
before touring the university's 
facilities at the Broadview 
Hotel and lunching with the 
group at the National 
Stockyards Inn. 

West said he particularly is 
interested in the rationale for 
continuing programs at East St. 
Louis as well as on the SIU 
campus at Edwardsville, the 
amount of capital expenditures 
needed to improve the 
Broadview Hotel facilities, and 
the relationship of the SIUE 
programs to the State Com- 
munity College programs at 
East St. Louis. 

Reports on the 
programs were given by Dr. 
John S. Rendleman, president 
of SIUE; Amos Cofield, 

rector of the Experiment in 
Higher Education (EHE) at 
East St. Loui Katherine 
Dunham, director of the 
Performing Arts Training 
Center (PATC) at East St. 
Louis; Mrs. Lila Teer, coor- 
dinator of University Services 
to East St. Louis; Arthur Grist, 
director of the East St. Louis 
Center and assistant to the 
president of SIUE; Charles 
Geoffrion of the PATC; W. 
Deane Wiley, dean of the SIUE 
School of Education; Andrew 
Kochman, vice-president and 
provost of SIUE; and B. D. 
Hudgens, vice-president for 
business affairs at SIUE. 

Dean Wiley emphasized that 
the major goal of the EHE is to 
provide four-year college 
programs for young people who 
otherwise would not have the 
opportunity for advanced 
academic stu . “The record 
shows that if we can get them 
through EHE, they are able to 
launch successful careers,” he 
said. 

Wiley said the East St. Louis 
Center. also provides “an ex- 
,cellent laboratory” in an urban 
setting for student teachers 
from the SIUE campus. 

Grist said it is important to 
continue the programs at East 
St. Louis because of “the per- 
sonal attention’ the. students 
receive there. He said many of 
the students would not be able to 
go to the Edwardsville campus 
if the East St. Louis Center 
facilities were not available. 

Citing ‘successes of the East 
St. Louis Center, Grist the 
University has been involved in 
many community improvement 
programs, including the War on 
Poverty, the Model’ Cities 
program, the neighborhood 
health center, the center for 
mentally retarded, the Model 
Cities program, the neigh- 
borhood health center, the

center for mentally retarded, 
the United Fund, and various 
governmental agencies. 

He said a number of 
programs started by SIUE have 
been phased into junior college 
programs, “but SIUE has the 
resources. and manpower to 
continue making things go in 
the community.’” 

Mrs. Teer poitited to the 
current success of the off- 
campus programs being offered 
in night classes at East St. 
Louis. She said approximately 
300 are enrolled in 15 classes, 
and only eight persons are 
students who were attending 
classes on the campus at 
Edwardsville. 

Miss Dunham said it is im- 
portant for the programs to be 
continued in East St. Louis. She 
said the “strategy” has been 
“to keep people busy doing 
things they like to do, offering 
alternatives to violence and 
despair.” 

Currently, 849 persons ‘are 
enrolled in PATC programs.

ORDINANCE No. 883 


AN ORDINANCE 
PROVIDING FOR THE 
LICENSING OF  COIN- 
OPERATED DEVICES IN 
THE CITY OF MADISON, 
ILLINOIS. 


WHEREAS, the corporate 
authorities of the City of 
Madison, Illinois, are desirous 
of licensing individual coin- 
operated devices; 

NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT 
ORDAINED BY THE CITY 
COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF 
MADISON, ILLINOIS, AS 
FOLLOWS: 

SECTION 1: It shall be 
unlawful to operate, maintain 
or expose for use any vending 
machine dispensing any item, 
including but not limited to 
cigarette vending machines, 
food or beverage vending 
machines, and-or dispensers of 
sanitary products, without first 
complying with the provisions 
of this Ordinance. 

SECTION 2: Any person, firm 
or corporation who is an 
operator of one or more vending 
in the City of 
Madison, who by contract, 
agreement, or ownership takes 
responsibility for furnishing, 
installing, servicing, operating 
or maintaining one or more 
vending machines shall first 
make application with the City 
Clerk of the City of Madison, 
Illinois, for a vending machine 
operator's license. The annual 
license fee shall be Two- 
Hundred, Fifty Dollars 
($250.00), payable on the date of 
application’ and due annually 
thereafter onthe anniversary 
date of such application. 

SECTION 3: That the annual 
permit fee for vending 
machines shall be Ten Dollars 
($10.00) for each such machine. 

SECTION 4: Upon receipt of 
such application, the City 
Inspector shall investigate the 
machine location to determine 
compliance with the provisions 
of this Ordinance. A numbered 
permit shall be issued to the 
applicant by the City Clerk after 
compliance by the operator 
with the applicable provisions 
of this Ordinance. Such permit 
shall be conspicuously 
displayed on each vending 
machine for which license fee 
has been paid and shall not be 
transferable. 

SECTION 5: Each operator of 
vending machines shall furnish 
a list of all vending machines 
operated by him showing 
location in the City of Madison, 
Illinois, before an operator’s 
license or any vending machine 
permit is issued. 

SECTION 6: ‘It shall be 
unlawful for any person within 
the City to sell, offer, or expose 
for sale, through vending 
machines, or to have in 
Possession with intent to sell 
therefrom any food, beverage, 
or ingredient which is 
adulterated or misbranded. 

SECTION 7: Whenever the 
City Inspector discovers a 
violation of any provision of this 
Ordinance, he shall notify the 
operator concerned.

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Right turn on red light 
in state starting Jan. 1 


Success of Ilinois’ new Right- 
Turn-on-Red traffic policy will 
depend on strict enforcement of 
pedestrian right-of-way laws, 

|, Michael J. Howlett, secretary of 
state, said Saturday. 

Howlett addressed the Illinois 
Conference of Women Leaders 
for Traffic Safety, Region 5 
(Cook County), at a luncheon in 
Chicago. 

“At present it is legal in 

Iinois for motorists to turn 
right on a red light only if signs 
are posted allowing it,” Howlett 
said. 
“Beginning Jan. 1, 1974, it will 
be legal to turn right on red 
unless local authorities post 
signs prohibiting it. 

“It will also be legal for 
motorists in a one-way street 
to turn left on red into another 
one-way street that moves 
traffic to the left. 

“California has permitted the 
right-turn-on-red since 1946, and 
11 other states have picked it up 
since. But all of them are far 
from here. The nearest is 
Minnesota. 


“The new law. in a 
should help speed up traific, 
eliminate congestion, let in- 
tersections handle more cars 
and diminish frustration of 
drivers who now must wait for a 
long red light even if no cross 
traffic is in sight. 

“But it can operate with 
safety only if the law we always 
have had in Illinois for 
pedestrian movement and 
pedestrian right-of-way are 
strictly enforced. 

“TMlinois currently provides 
that pedestrians lawfully within 
a crosswalk have the right-of- 
way over cars. 

“Our new right-turn-on-red 
law specifically reiterates that 
turning cars and trucks ‘shall 
yield the right-of-way to 
pedestrians lawfully within an 
adjacent crosswalk and to other 
traffic lawfully using the in- 
tersection.’ 

“Pedestrians have» respon- 
sibilities, too. If there is a 
crosswalk, they should use it. 
And they are not to start across 
against a red light if there is a 


separate pedestrian walk 
signal. 

“But if a pedestrian is within 
the crosswalk on his way across 
the street when the light 
changes against him, the right- 
of-way is his, whether his step 
be lame or springy. 

“Illinois residents visiting in 
California often have noticed 
how cars and trucks stop im- 
mediately when pedestrians 
Start across a street within a 
cross-walk, even where there 
are no lights or stop signs. 

“In Chicago, pedestrians 
sometimes have the feeling they 
are taking their lives into their 
hands when they cross a busy 
street with the green light and 
in a perfectly legal manner. 


“Most drivers are cour- 
teous. But many are not. 
When the right-turn-on-red 
becomes legal, all motorists 
should be fully aware of 
pedestrians’ rights and 
respect them. Violations of 
the law may cost the violator 
his drivers license.”” 


_270 persons tested at sight 
clinic show vision problems

A total of 270 persons, 
representing 37 per cent of the 
725 men, women and children 
taking advantage of the “Save 
Our Sight" eye screening 
program last week were found 
to have some type of vision 
problem, sponsors of the 
program reported. 

The free service to area 
residents was conducted at 
Coolidge Junior High School 
under the general direction of 
Fred Marvin, executive 
director of the Vision Con- 
servation Institute. 

Sponsoring the program were 
the Granite City Kiwanis and 
Jaycee clubs. 

Persons found to have some 
problem with their eyes were 
advised to see a doctor of 
their choice for further tests 
or corrective treatment. 

Of the 725 individuals at- 
tending the one-day clinic, 50 
per cent was in the 6 to 18 years 
age group. 

Persons 35 years and over 
constituted 19 per cent of those 
examined; 17 per cent was 19 to 
34 years and children between 
the ages of 3 and 5 years made 
up 14 per cent. 

Youngsters and teenagers 
in the 6 to 18 group, 
representing about half those 
examined at the screening 
clinic, also produced the 
highest number of referrals 
for further examination— 
about 62 per cent, the spon- 
sors reported. 

Twenty-six per cent of those 
35 years and older was advised 
to seek further testing, while 10 
per cent of persons screened 
between 19 and 34 years old was 
referred and only 2 per cent of 
the 3-to-5-year-olds received 
referral slips.

Q._I think the property tax 
should be abolished and the tax 
loss made up by the income tax. 
If you make money, you pay the 
tax; if you don’t, like the older 
citizens, you don’t pay. What are 
your feelings on this? 

A. I don’t think it is feasible 
to take the property tax laad 
completely off and put it on the 
state income tax. If you did, two 
things would happen. Number 
one, you would have to triple 
the state income tax and that 
would put a very substantial bur- 
den on a lot of people who 
couldn’t afford it. I wonder how 
many people could afford that. 
Elderly persons and young 
people just starting out who 
don’t own property but who 
rent apartments would have 
their taxes go up very sub- 
stantially. Another problem is 
that if you increase the income 
tax on business, those of you 
who are working hard to get new 
business and industry to come 
into ‘this state to improve econ- 
omic conditions and to provide 
jobs would have a very tough 
time persuading them to come. 
You might even’ force some to 
close down, increasing un- 
employment. 

The other reason I would like 
to suggest is more philosophical. 
You know I am a great believer 
in the local control of our school 
system. One of the reasons why 
you have parents at local school 
districts all over this state 
watching what goes on in their 
schools is because their real 
estate taxes go to pay for their 
schools. If you take away that 
incentive and have all the money 


come out of Springfield or Wash- 
ington, as some people urge, 
then people are not going to 
have that incentive to go and 
talk to the school boards. While 
I want the state to put more 
money into public education, I 
want the local balance to keep 
the local interest in our schools. 

Q. What do you plan to do 
in the mental health field in the 
next three years? 

A. We are determined to 
work very hard to improve and 
increase community . mental 
health care by getting patients 
out of the big, cold institutions. 
that some people call ware- 
houses, and into community 
treatment facilities. I don’t think 
we are going to make real pro- 
gress until we move: more in the 
direction of community care. We 
can combine this with good pre- 
care--that is, treatment of 
patients before they have to be 
institutionalized—and, also, good 
after-care programs-the treat- 
ment of patients after they come 
out of an institution. That is 
going to be the major direction 
of our program in the next 
several years. At the same time, 
we are going to. be adding per- 
sonnel involved in direct patient 
care and we are going to con- 
tinue getting rid-of the middle- 
management paper shufflers. We 
are also guing to put into effect 
ombudsman programs at every 
institution so that patients, 
employees and the public can be 
assured that their complaints 
will go into the head of the 
department or, where necessary, 
to the governor.

Q. What is being done to 
fight organized crime, par- 
ticularly regarding drugs? 

A. Organized crime is 
responsible for importation and 
distribution of most of the nar- 
cotics throughout Illinois. When 
you go after the mob, espécially 
in the Chicago metropolitan 
area, you are attacking the head 
of the. distribution system for 
the rest of the state. And that is 
the job we are going to under- 
take with the help of Wayne 
Kerstetter, who came from New 
York to head the linois Bureau 
of Investigation. Wayne is an 
expert on the narcotics traffic 
and that is one of the reasons I 
sought him out. I also believe we 
have to concentrate on the 
pushersand to do this, we need 
tougher jail terms.
